* On whatever principle, and for whatev¬ 
er purpose you may make a selection among 
these evil beings—take the least or take the 
greatest—y ou may he sure, and especially 
with the multitude at his heels, that he will 
to, busy enough in mischief-doing—in lying, 
tempting and destroying—in reducing the 
mod to bad, and the bad to worse—in cor¬ 
rupting the heart, aud crippling the powers, 
and blasting the immortality of every child of 
Adam who may put himself within his clutch- 
es . Can you extract from evil, whatever its 
foi-rn and' however ingenious your process, 
reformatory influences; and thus induce Sa¬ 
tan, as a leader, to cast out devils ? And wage 
w ar upon his own kingdom? 

It is not in the nature of evil to enter any 
where on the work of reformation. And if 
any such thing should be attempted, in the 
way of selecting, according to our notions of | 
propriety and expediency, the Heaven-impos¬ 
ed obligations, which the glory of God and 
the welfare of mankind require us to violate, 
what must be the result? Why, of course, 
that every party, every sect, every man will 
regard that “commandment as the least,” 
which least interferes with his characteristic 
objects, methods and hopes. In other words, 
every party, every sect, every man will re¬ 
gard the sins which he finds it convenient or 
necessary to practice in the enterprise he is 
devoted to, as the least of all evils. These 
he will of course go on without let or binder- 
ance, without restraint or compunction, to 
practice, as he has opportunity and power: 
and all in obedience to what our theological 
and ethical professors describe as the great 
law of our existence! Any such dogma, with 
all its tendencies and results, must be totally 
inconsistent with reformatory influences; nay 
is adapted to reduce mankind, both in char¬ 
acter and condition, to hopeless embarass- 
ment and degradation. To prevent the elec¬ 
tion of some Clay, great numbers will gi 
their suffrages for what they reckon a If 
evil in the person of some Polk; and to pi 
vent the election of some Polk, great numbers 
will give their suffrages for what they reckon 
a less evil in the person of some Clay; and 
whichever party may prevail, evil is the 
evitable result. 

2. Those who reduce the dogma in question j 
io practice, can hardly fail always to be c 
piedwith evil .—It is with the practice of 
in any other form as it is known to be with 
lying; one falsehood demands seven others 
forks vindication and support.

guide and strength and portion? Are we not 
to flee from the devil when we can; and 
when we ean not, to resist him, whatever 
uise he may assume, and with whatever 
promises or threatening* he may try to e.on-

best promote our welfare, we are occupied 
with handling and tasting and weighing the 
various evils which the maddened multitude

Our obligations thus to fix onr affections 
and give our suffrages to good, extend not on¬ 
ly impliedly hut expressly to the sphere of I 
politics. The Bible is everywhere at one 
with itself in the comprehensive declaration: 
“The God of Israel said, the Rock of Israel 
spake to me, He that ruleth ove’r men must 
he just, ruling in the fear of God. And he 
shall be as the lignt of the morning when the 
t riseth, even a morning without clouds;— 
the tender grass springing out of the earth 
by clear shining after rain.” For tnen main¬ 
taining such a character and exerting such an 
influence, the Bible requires us to cast our 
ballots. And this, without modifying the ob¬ 
it by any relation we may he supposed 
uin to the multitude, or by any imposi- 
hich that fatal compound of cunning, 
knavery and impotence, which fools call ex- 
ledieney, may offer to throw upon our should- 
rs. Whoever violates this obligation lifts 
his foot to trample on the Godhead. 

4. And the sophists and theologues and 
demagogues who would reduce us and every¬ 
thing around us to such a wreck, are forsooth 
couservatists! From agrarians and levellers, 
and incendiaries, they stand aloof with snch 
holy horror—such a stately dignity. They 
are the very props of all those institutions 
which Heaven has established forour benefit. 
They of all men are so devoted to the republic 
—are so ready to defend the prerogatives and 
privileges which every true patriot is expect¬ 
ed as he is authorized to maintain! Oh how 
they love the Union ! And venerate the Con¬ 
stitution ! They ? Of oil men, they) Who 
deny that God is “the only Potentate!” And 
propose as the only way of honoring their 
political relations to practice the least of the 
various evils which everywhere may haunt 
us! Aud to the extent of following any devil, 
whom expediency may commend as fitted to 
help us out of the difficulties we may be em¬ 
barrassed with, and secure for us the imlul- 
gencies we are so eager for! And so far as 
occupying ary such ground they act in 
ison, what do they hut enter on a conspira¬ 
cy to undermine add overthrow the very in¬ 
stitutions for which they profess so much re¬ 
gard? For “all power is of God.” Subvert 
His authority, and civil government vanishes 
of course. Fine conservalists they, who 
us to the devil for counsel and assistance!— 
They talk of agrarians, levellers, incendiar¬ 
ies ! The doctrines and the practice—the ob¬ 
jects ami the expedients they commend,would 
if admitted level us all down to the lowest 
depths of absurdity and wickedness. “O my 
son I, come not thou into their secret; unto 
their assembly, mine honor, be not thou 
etl!”

GLANCE AT THE EVILS OF WAK. 

War is an evil of such magnitude and bit¬ 
terness, its evil influences on humanity radi- 
idely, and infuse themselves so unex¬ 
pectedly into all the relations of social life, 
that its abrogation among nations would be a 
blessing and a benefit of inconceivable and in¬ 
estimable value. It is not the horrors of the 
battle field, the shrieks of the wounded and 
dying, the garments rolled in blood, the groans 
and tears of widows and orphans, the confla¬ 
grations of cities, the trampled down produce 
of harvests reared with toil and skill, and the 
desolation that it everywhere spreads in its 
fatal and destructive track, that are alone to 
he deprecated, or by which only we are to es¬ 
timate the misery it inflicts on our race. Its 
malignant influence is felt at all times and in 
all places. In the very midst of peace and 
security, it blights the labors of man, adds 
‘ light to his burdens, and corrupts his na- 
e. The necessity, as it is called, for being 
prepared to meet aggression, imposes on ev¬ 
ery country the permanent infliction of evils 
not less to be deprecated than the atrocities 
of actual warfare. The morale of every 
country is poisoned by the false principle 
conveyed in the instruction necessary to per¬ 
vert man into a systematic murderer. Un¬ 
suspecting, ardent youth are seduced into ad¬ 
miration of what is in itself really hateful and 
to be abhorred. Our towns and villages have 
introduced into them, in the shape of bar¬ 
racks, concentrated focusses of intemperance 
and reckless immorality, with all their sad 
consequences of broken family circles, sorrow, 
and the destruction of hope, and sbatrte which 
crowd our streets with prostitutes. Tens of 
thousands of the ablest of the population are 
abstracted from the labor power of the coun¬ 
try, and made a national burden, to support 
hich, millions are annually expended.— 
’itne, talent, treasure and physical strength, 
which, if applied to the promotion of social 
improvement, the advancement of science and 
the furtherance of education, would convert 
in a very short period the whole earth into a 
paradise, are now by this lamentable misdi¬ 
rection converted into the bitterest curse, an 
ever spreading ulcer in the body politic, which 
diffuses its acrid and poisonous humors thro’- 
out every pore of the system. 

Channino on the Decorations op War. 
—To one who reflects, there is something 1 
very shocking in the decorations of war. If | 
tnen must fight, let them wear the badges 
which become their craft. It would shock us 
to see a hangman dressed out in scarf and ep¬ 
aulette, and marching with merry music to 
the place of punishment. The soldier has a 
tdder work than the hangman, h; s offioo is 
ot to dispatch occasionally a single criminal, 
he goes to the slaughter of thousands as free 
from crime as himself. The sword is worn 
as an ornament, and yet its use is to pierce 
the heart of afellovv creature. As well might 
the butiher parade before us his knife, or the 
executioner his axe or halter. 

Allow war to he necessary, still it is horri¬ 
ble necessity, a work to fill a good man with 
anguish of spirit. Shall it be turned into an 
occasion of pomp and merriment? To dash 
out men’s brains, to stab them to the heart, to 
cover the body with gashes, to lop off the 
limbs, to crush men under the hoof of the 
war-horse, to destroy husbands and fathers, 
to make widows and orphans—all this may be 
necessary, but to attire men for this work with 
tautastic trappings, to surround this fearful 
occupation with all the circumstances of gaie¬ 
ty and pomp, seems as barbarous as it would 
be to deck a gallows, or to make a stage for 
dancing beneath the scaffold. 

Cost op War. —Our revolutionary war 
drew from the treasury of Connecticut alone, 
nearly #28,000,000; as much as 100,000,000 
would be for that State now, or 200,000,000 
for Massachusetts. Our last war, though 
cheap compared with most wars, cost us near¬ 
ly #50,000,000 a year. Our revolutionary 
war cost England more than #600,000,000 and 
her wars with Napoleon alone, 
5,000,000,000! 

Mr. Calhoun, late Secretary of State, has 
written another letter respecting Texas, 
which he again declares, in substance, 1 
the main reason for seeking the annexation 
of Texas, was, to prevent the abolition ofsla¬ 
very there-, and to strengthen it in the United 
States. And yet there are those who have 
the hardihood to deny that slavery had any 
thing to do with the matter, and who talk 
about annexation’s extending the area of free¬ 
dom !

Duelling in Delawai 

Governor Stockton, of Delaware, has is¬ 
sued a Proclamation, calling upon the Magis¬ 
trates, and other officers of the law, to seek, 
out, arrest, aud bring to judgment, all those 
who have been engaged either as principals 
or abettors in the late duels fought within the 
boundaries of the State of Delaware.

A requisition from the Governor of 
the former State to Governor Shurik, or the 
Governor of any other State where any ot the 
parties ntay have fled, will soon place them in 
the hands of the law they ltuve offended.

Official Proceedings. 

We Ijtve given, from the reports in the 
Mornia Herald, some sketches of the pro¬ 
ceeding, but it seems desirable to present the 
more iijtortant official acts in one view, that 
a just jdgment may be formed of the charac¬ 
ter amljt-obable influence of the meeting.— 
We hap abriged the record, so as to present 
only thjniaterinl transactions. 

Wednesday, June 11 th, 1845. 

More than two thousand delegates were 
present from Kentucky, Illinois, Indiana, 
Onto, hnnsylwnia, Wisconsin, Virginia and 
Michigji, and distinguished strangers were 
present'from Massachusetts, Rhode Island 
and Ncir York. 

S. P.Chase, Esq. called the convention to 
order, Sid nominated Samuel Lewis to the 
;hair, * 

Dr Brisbane, from the committee to report 
offices for the permanent organization of the 
convmtion, made report as follows:

Tle chairman, Mr. Lewis, then introduced 
Mr. Jirney to the convention, who returned 
thanis for the honor done him, and addressed 
the invention for a few minutes on the pres- 
spects of the anti-slavery cause. The 
felloving gentlemen were appointed a com- 
mittte to report resolutions andean address :— 

S. P Chase, Ohio; Edward Smith, Pennsyl- 
vaait; M. Cabell, Indiana; J. H. Dickey, 
Ulhois; J. G. Fee, Kentucky. 

The chair then read letters from Wm. H. 
Siward, of Kentucky; Horace Greely, of N. 
Yirk; Elihu Burritt, of Massachusetts; Judge 
Vm. Jay and Wm. Goedell, of New York, 
atd Phineas Crandall, a presiding elder of the 
" 1. E. church, in Massachusetts. 

Mr. Chase from the committee, submitted 
aseries of resolutions, which were read, and 
laid over for consideration to-morrow. The 
gentleman, from the same committee, 
reported an address to the people of the Uni¬ 
ted States, which was read and unanimously 
tdoptod. 

Thursday, June 12. 

Mr. Chase called up the resolutions sub- 
nitted yesterday, which after being read, dis- 
sussed and amended, were adopted ‘‘ 1 
lows:— 

1. Resolved, That no party can justly claim 
o be a truly democratic party, whieh does not 
tropose to itself the abrogation, by every 
tonorable, just, ami constitutional means, of 
all legalized despotism and oppression, with¬ 
in tie reach of its political influence; and, 
therefore, that party which, at present, claims 
the honorable title of the Democratic party of I 
the United States, but refuses to act at all 
against the worst form and most malignant 
kinl of despotism and oppression, and perse- 
verts in a monstrous alliance with slavehold¬ 
ers, and in sustaining slavery with the whole 
energy of national authority, in disregard of 
the constitution and of right, has forfeited all 
claim to be so designated or regarded. 

2. Resolved, That that party only whieh 
adepts in good faith the principles of the dec- 
larition of independence, and proposes,vvhen- 
evtr and wherever it may obtain the necessa¬ 
ry political power, to administer the national 
aui State governments in conformity to those 
prpciples, without regard to persons, and, 
thirefore, to direct, openly and honestly, its 
most decisive and energetic action against sla¬ 
very, and the oppression which originates in 
slavery, as the greatest evil and most threat¬ 
ening danger of our day and nation, and then 
to oppose all measures which endanger, and 
tosupport all just measures which favor hu¬ 
man liberty, is the true Democratic party of 
the United States. 

8. Resolved, That we love the Union and 
desire its perpetuity, and revere the consti¬ 
tution, and are determined to maintain it; 
bat the Union which we love must be an un¬ 
ion to establish justice, and secure the bless¬ 
ings of liberty: and the constitution which 
w support, must be that which our fathers 
bequeathed to us, and not that which the 
stractions of slavery and servilistn have sub¬ 
stituted for it. 

I. Resolved, That it is in vain for any pt 
tv to look for our co-operation, which refus 
or omits in its State and National conventions 
to avow our principles and adopt our meas¬ 
ures. And it is because the Liberty party is 
the only party which does avow our princi¬ 
ples and adopt our measures, that we propose i 
to give it our cordial and united support. 

5. Resolved, That as a national party, our 
purpose and determination is to divorce the 
national government from slavery; to pro¬ 
hibit slaveholding in all places of exclusive 
national jurisdiction; to ubolish the domestic 
slave trade; to harmonize the administration 
of the government in all its departments with 
the principles of the declaration; and, in all 
proper and constitutional modes, to discour¬ 
age and discontinue the system of work with¬ 
out wages; but not to interfere, unconstitu¬ 
tionally, with the local legislation of particu¬ 
lar States. 

6. Resolved, That in the late struggle for 
the presidency, we cannot perceive that the 
Liberty party’evinced any preference for the 
candidates of either of the other parties, both 
being slaveholders and partizans of slavery: 
but are satisfied that they voted for their 
own candidates simply because they rep¬ 
resented their own views and measures, 
which neither of the candidates of the other 
parties did or could, and because they reposed 


the presidency and vice-presidency of the 
United States before the fall of 1847, or the 
spring of 1848; and that, in the mean time, 
all questions in relation to these nominations 
should be kept entirely open; and that, when 
the proper time shall arrive, that such candi¬ 
dates should he selected as will unite the lar¬ 
gest and most cordial support, with undoubt¬ 
ed capacity and unequivocal devotion to our 
principles and measures. 

9. Resolved, That we deeply sympathize 

th all those who for no other offence than 

that of peacefully aiding the enslaved in at¬ 
tempting to regain that freedom which our 
nation has declared to he inalienable, are un¬ 
justly imprisoned, aud we especially denounce 
the imprisonment of Jonathan Walker, for 
that alleged offence, by national authority in 
Florida, as a flagrant violation of the consti¬ 
tution and a gross indignity, not only to the 
State of Massachusetts, but to the pd^ple of 
all the States. 

10. Resolved, That in the judgment of this 
convention, the proper course for a free State 
to adopt, when her citizens are ignominiously 
and unconstitutionally imprisoned in or ex¬ 
pelled from the territory of another State in 
the Union, is, to demand of the national gov¬ 
ernment the enactment and enforcement of 
proper laws to secure her citizens in the en¬ 
joyment of their violated rights, and, failing 
compliance with such demand, to protect her 
citizens herself. 

11. Resolved, That we are not indifferent 


i questions of trade or currency, or extension 
of territory, or to any other questions relat¬ 
ing to the prosperity anil advancement of the 
country; but we have no doubt that those 
who are willing to subordinate these questions 
to the great question of personal rights, will 
be able, wherever they become responsible by 
the possession of power, to adjust these mat¬ 
ters upon a satisfactory basis: in tbe mean¬ 
time, if we differ somewhat among ourselves 
as to these questions, we have the consolation 
of knowing that the members of no other par- 

are entirely agreed upon them. 

12. Resolved, That we revere the memory 
of Thomas Morris, who preferred his country 
to his party, and was willing to sacrifice his 
political position rather than renounce his po¬ 
litical principles; his manly and noble protest 
against the doctrines of slavery, when strong¬ 
ly urged by the great Whig leader, remains 
an illustrious monument of his devotion to 
truth and freedom. 

(The convention adopted this resolution by 
a rising vote, as a reverential tribute to the 
memory of the honored dead.) 

13. Resolved, That we do not understand 
the Liberty party to be a sectional but a na¬ 
tional party; the presence and co-operation 
of freemen of the slave States assures us that 
the principles of liberty are travelling south 
of Mason & Dixon’s line, and give us good 
hope that they will be, ere long, established 
in purity and vigor on the Gulf of Mexico. 

Mr. Needhant, of Kentucky, moved a re¬ 
consideration of the ninth resolution, and ex¬ 
pressed his conviction that the language 
would be misapprehended and misrepresent¬ 
ed by the people of his State and of the South 
generally, and thus result in injury to eman¬ 
cipation. He said one of the greatest causes 
of irritation to the slaveholders of Kentucky, 
was the escape of their slaves, which vvi 
constantly taking place, aided as they suppo 
ed, by the abolitionists of the free States;- 
and if he and his colleagues were to be coi 
sidered as approving of the practice of en¬ 
ticing slaves away from their masters, a great 
obstacle would be thrown in the way of their 
further progress. 

Mr. Fee of the same State, followed and 
expressed similar sentiments. 

After a friendly interchange of views on the 
part of several members of the convention, 
hieh the true import of the resolution 
explained, Mr. Needham withdrew his

The committee on the formation of a Mis¬ 
sissippi Valley anti-slavery society, reported 
adversely, and instead of a society, proposed 
a committee of correspondence, to consist of 
five members, whose duty it shall be to con¬ 
duct a correspondence with anti-slavery men 
abroad, as to the best means ol promoting our 
, and especially to consult as to the 
propriety ofcailing a convention of the friends 
of emancipation in the South and YVest, to be 
held at some proper place on the 17th of June, 
1846, the anniversary of the battle of Bunk¬ 
er’s Hill. 

The chair appointed the following gentle¬ 
men the committee: S. P. Chase, Samuel 
Lewis, VV. H. Brisbane, W. Birney, G. Bai¬ 
ley, Jr. 

A resolution recommending the holding of 
an anti-slavery convention in Washington 
city, on the first Monday in May, 1846, was 
referred to the committee on correspondence, 
with directions to ascertain by corresponding, 
what are the views of anti-slavery men in 
the West and Southwest, as to the expedien¬ 
cy and most suitable time for holding such 
convention. 

Votes of thanks were passed to the trustees 
of the Tabernacle church, for the use of their 
house, and to the citizens of Cincinnati fc 
their hospitality. 

Resolved, That this convention will hail 
with satisfaction theestablishmentof a Month 
ly Free Review, which shall be devoted si 
far as its political department is concerned, tc 
the advancement of the cause of freedom and 
free labor. 

Rev. Mr. Gilmer presented to the conven- 
jn some statements, respecting the suffering 
condition of the wife and family of the Rev. 
J. B. Mahan, deceased. The Rev. Mr. 
Chase also made a warm appeal in their be¬ 
half, when contributions were freely made on 
the spot for their benefit. 

Mr. Chase introduced the following resolu¬ 
tion, which, after a fervent address front Rev, 
Owen Lovejoy, the brother of the martyr, 
was unanimously adopted. 

Resolved, That we cherish with reverential 
affection the memory of Elijah P. Lovejoy, a 
martyr of liberty; but while we mourn his 
loss, we rejoice in the proofs spread out over 
the land, that through dead, lie yet speaks by 
his words and his example, to the hearts of 
the American people.

Mr. Rime if s Induction.—Mr. Birney was 
presented by Mr. Lewis to the audience, in 
iliort address, remarking happily theiliffer- 
t auspices that marked the advent of Mr.

It will he 
by hundreds who never read an articIO 
ir side of the question before, and obtain 
s an entrance and an ear in the South so 
long denied us, in consequence of the mis¬ 
representations and abuse heretofore beeped 
upon us by our fanatical opponents at the 
North. One gentleman from Kentucky im¬ 
mediately offered to have it published in tho 
Louisville papers, and circulate a thousand 
copies in pamphlet form at his own expense. 
Think of that. 

The Liberty Party. —One of the resolu- 
ons as originally reported, apparently held 
jt the idea that we would unite with any 
party that professed our principles. It was 
so altered by the convention as to read that 
the Liberty party was the only party that 
could be trusted to carry out the principles of 
universal liberty. In that shape, it passed 
unanimously. It made my heart leap with 
' see this. 

Minister from Kentucky .—The Rev. 
John G. Fee, of Washington County, Ken¬ 
tucky, is here. He belongs to the old school 
Presbyterians, and has organized a ehttreh 
from which he has thoroughly expurgated 
slavery, and preaches boldly against its sin¬ 
fulness. God bless him, too, and let all tho 
people say amen ! Codding put the question 
to brother Fee, who has endeared himself to 
till by his kind, meek, humble and Chris- 
a deportment, that if Christ were a slave, 
and should escape, would he not help him off, 
•ith all the aid in his power? And ifso.whv 
ot do it to the least of his colored brethren? 
Brother Fee was deeply affected by this ap¬ 
peal. 

The Pittsburg Spirit of Liberty, —We 
travelled from Marietta up to this city oil 
onday and Tuesday last, in company with 
veral delegates, on their return front the 
convention, who appeared to be perfectly en¬ 
sured with what they saw and heard.— 
..... Birney, we were assured, made a very 
favorable ’impression by the dignity and ur¬ 
banity of bis deportment as president of the 
convention, as well as by the statesmanlike 
views advanced in his remarks on taking the 
chair, in debate on resolutions, &c. 

The Cincinnati Shepherd of the Valley .— 
The eloquent appeals were made, not to tho 
virulent passions and prejudices of men, but 
to. the kindest and holiest feelings of benevo¬ 
lence. Mr. Clarke, by his songs, gave some 
splendid specimens of the eloquence and pow¬ 
er of music, reminding us of the celebrated 
maxim of a distinguished man, ‘‘Let me make 
the ballads of u nation, and I care not who 
make their laws.” 

An address from Mr. Needham of Louis¬ 
ville, Ky., interested the congregation ex¬ 
ceedingly, coining as he did from the land of 
slavery, and confirming what hus been repeat¬ 
edly reported respecting the progress of anti¬ 
slavery sentiment in Kentucky.

At noon the women furnished ngtri such 
plain refreshments as the occasion rquired, 
after which a rising, hearty vote ol thanks 
was presented to them for their gererogity 
and kindness to the convention. A iberul 
contribution was taken up to defray expenses 
and to procure tracts, &c. for distributon by 
the ladies, after which this noble contention 
wns closed with devotion, and a song.

CONNECTICUT. 

At the late meeting of the Congregational 
General Association of that state tho subject 
of slavery was preity fully discussed, and 
some former declarations of that body reaf¬ 
firmed. Among the valuable remarks made, 
dearly showing the progress of the cause of 
anti-slavery, Dr. Bacon of New Haven spoke 
thus: 

I should like to sec the man who believes 
in his heart, that slavery, ns the system ex¬ 
ists in the United States, is right. Calhoun, 
McDuffie, and even the Devil himself knows 
is not right. The system of slnvery with 
the Ihws that uphold it, is all wrong. T‘ 
conscience of the civilized world is against 
The liberty of the minister of the Gospel 
fulfil his duties, is nowhere on earth, mere 
abridged than in the slave States. Those 
laws which uphold the system are a disgrace 
to human nature. Slavery is adapted to bring 
down God’s direct and sorest judgments upon 
our guilty land. Crying fame says that slave¬ 
ry, in its worst forms,is maintained by church 
members, ill good, regular standing, 
Southern States. 

Although, this Association has, for years 
gone by, passed strong resolutions against 
slavery, yet the American churches are repre¬ 
sented abroad as upholding it, and this body, 
their eyes, is made to share in the odium. 
Reports have actually appeared in public 
print, that several slaves were recently sold

Great Meetiug at New Portland. 
That meeting we regard as one of greater 
interest, iu some respects, than any other sim¬ 
ilar one ever held in the State. The friends 
of liberty had very properly made the suitable 
preparations. All that region of country 
had been well notified of the convention, and 
a beautiful artificial grove had been prepared 
by the side of the meeting-house lest the 
weather should be uncomfortable, which was 
fortunate, ns the north west wind was too 
cold for open exposure to it. Seats had been 
constructed and a long table ran through the 
grove. 

During the preceding night a fierce pro- 
slavery tornado had arisen from some un¬ 
known quurter of the heavens, which tore 
down the grove, scattered the seats and tim¬ 
bers, carrying to a distance, even those that 
required several men to bring them back.— 
Prof. Espy should notice this as clear evidence 
in proof of his theory of hurricanes and tor¬ 
nadoes, which, he says, always take their rise 
in the south or south west and move towards 
the east, which was literally true in this case. 
Slaveholders and woman-wliippcs have more 
faithful tools away back iu the frontier set¬ 
tlements of Maine than is generally supposed. 
Every thing however was replaced early the 
next morning. 

Before the appointed hour came, large num¬ 
ber of carriages, with men, women and chil¬ 
dren had arrived; aud these continued to in¬ 
crease till the house was thronged. All wus 
sober, earnest; every heart seemed to be warm, 
for however cold they were before, they ap¬ 
peared to catch the spirit of the occasion. At 
noon an invitation came from the ladies to re¬ 
tire to the grove and partake of their free col¬ 
lation. On one side were the ladies, nnd the 
men on tho other, with several revolutionary 
soldiers at the head of the table. That was 
a noble sight! The great free heart of the 
common people wns heating with liberty and 
humanity, and in sympathy for tho wronged 
aud the suffering. Again and again was that 
table filled with the hundreds thut had come 
up from distuut towns at the cries of the poor. 

Tho afternoon meeting was much larger 
than the forenoon, and the interest was evi¬ 
dently growing deeper and deeper, as the ad¬ 
dresses nnd songs were repeated. When it 
Rclcind ami Emancipate’ I became necessary to adjourn, meetings were 


the Catechism,the Government and Disciplim 
and the Directory for the worship of God.” 
On its title page is the following—“Ratified 
ami adopted by the Synod of New York and 
Philadelphia, May ltith, 1788, continued by 
adjournment till the 28th of the same month.” 

In 1734, the General Assembly appointed a 
committee to prepare notes to this constitu¬ 
tion and catechism, and from that time till 
1816, a period of 22 years, this hook with 
these notes, was endorsed by the Presbyterian 
church of the United States of America, as 
containing its Doctrines, Government ind 
Discipline. 

On page 243 of this work, we find the fol¬ 
lowing answ er to the question, “ What are 
the sms forbidden in the eighth command¬ 
ment'}’” 

“The sins forbidden in the eighth comtmnd- 
meut, besides the neglect of the duties requir¬ 
ed, are, theft, (3) robbery (a) manstealing(b) 
&.C., &c. 

The letter (b) refers to a note, which nins 
as follows: 

“(b) 1 Tim. i. 10. (The law is inade)for 
whoremongers, for those that defile than- 
selves with mankind, for menstealers. This 
crime among the Jews exposed the perpera- 
torsofit to capital punishment; Exod. 21: 
16, and the apostle here classes them with 
sinners of the first rank. The word he uses, 
in its original import, comprehends alt who 
are concerned in bringing any of the hutmn 
race into slavery, or IN DETAINING 
THEM IN IT.” 

Now this same church informs the world, 
after the careful investigation of years, that 
“detaining them iu it” is a doctrine of Christ 
and his apostles, and was so to be received 
the organization of that church. Have not 
the friends of the Christian religion somethiag 
more important to do than to cluli Garrison 
for errors not a thousandth part so fatal 
righteousness? No wonder infidelity pre¬ 
vails.

hopes of our beloved country, and declare ii 
to be the duty of all men in ail suitable wayi 
to make known their hearty disapprobation’of 
the system, especially by avoiding all such 
fellowship with those who upheld it rfs might 
imply any connivance at its perpetuity or ex¬ 
tension; therefore, 

Resolved, That this convention (more nu¬ 
merously attended and covering a still wider 
field than the one here referred to) feel called

This Resolution win discussed by Rev. L. 
C. Stevens, A. Wilson, and S. Adjoin—and 
llien unanimously adopted. 

Bro. J. W. Snwyer of Augusta, oflered the 
following Resolution— 

Resolved, That this anti-slavery Conven¬ 
tion of ihe Baptist Denomination of the State 
of Maine, deem it improper nnd inconsistent 
with their views of Christian duty, and pro¬ 
priety, for any Baptist Church or any indivi¬ 
dual belonging io such Church, to commune 
with Slaveholders, or those who attempt to 
support slavery from the word of God. 

After some few remarks from different 
brethren, this resolution was laid upon the ta¬ 
ble. Bro. E. R. Warren, Chairman of the 
committee, reported the following Resolu¬ 
tion— 

1st. Resolved, That this Convention deep¬ 
ly sympathize with their brethren in bonus, 
and feel it our duty devoutly to pray that God 
will pity their condition and influence his 
creature's to break every yoke and let the op¬ 
pressed go free. 

This resolution wns unanimously adopted. 

2d. Resolved, That we disapprove of any 
new test of christiun fellowship, and conse¬ 
quently of the indiscriminate rejection ol pro¬ 
fessed Christians who are cursed with the sys¬ 
tem of slavery. 

The resolution was discussed by brethren 
E. R. Warren, D. C. Haynes, and S. Adlam, 
and laid on the table. 

The convention adjourned to (he next day 
when a roll was ordered in order lhat the 
convention might not be overruled by those 

ho chose not to be members.

He should 
Vote for the report, but considered it hardly 
worth voting for, it was so easy. 

Prof. Stowe said the object was 
forth the views of one member of it, but the 
whole body.

more than while I was in this place, where 
this oppressed race are very numerous, and 
frequently sold at auction like cattle. At on6 
of these sales, l w as much affected in hear¬ 
ing a young colored man pleading his caug P 
His aged father nnd mother, and his wife and* 
children were all mourned upon a stage, so 
that they might be seen by the bidders; they 
lieing about to be sold. The young m/n 
stepped forward anti stood by them, hut was 
soon ordered down. He said he wanted to 
be sold with them; but was told that be coulff 
not, as it wns a stile to sutisfy a mortgage 
upon the others, in which he wits not -included, 
lie plead with very affecting and moving lan¬ 
guage, to show how hard it was to be separa¬ 
ted from his family; but it was all to no pur¬ 
pose. When he saw that his prayers were 
unheeded, and that the others would be soltl 
without him, he hurst into a flood of tears 
and in tho anguish of his feelings, besought 
them rather to kill fains* “for,” said It-, “[ 
would rather die than be separated from my 
family.” Upon which he was dragged off 
the scaffold nnd driven away. Tbecumpnnv 
went on bidding, apparently as unconcerned 
as though the auctioneer bad been selling a 
sheep; while th« sere tots and prayers of the 
aged parents, and the hereuved wile with her 
infant in her arms, went up to Heaven,in be- 
ha'.f of themselves, and especially for tbe pour 
young mail, w ho had I tried so inhumanly lorn 
from them. Besides these victims of cruel 
and unchristinn avarice, there was a large 
number confined in a cellar, who were brought 
out and sold to ilirlereut purchasers.

Wisconsin.— The Lead Mines .—From 
the statements of Messrs. Hampstead & Co., 
principal shippers at Galena, the quantity of 
the current year, is not likely to be less than 
sixty millions of pounds. Of this quantity, 
about three-fourths are obtained east of the 
Mississippi, it is said that the quantity of 
this year will sell at about sixteen hundred 
and fifty thousand dollars. $2,75 per hundred 
is about the average price .—American Free¬ 
man. 

Cuba. —A letter dated Havana, June 14th, 
says:—“We have had a great deal of rain re¬ 
cently, and the sugar crops are represented to 
he in a most promising state. Sugar is still 
high, aud few shipments are made. The city 
remains quite healthy; no cases of the vomito 
are heard of.” 

The East India Company has purchased 
Scrainpore, and the town and district of Tran- 
quebar in Tanjore, from the King of Den¬ 
mark.

They had provided themselves with 
clubs and an axe for the purpose, and intend¬ 
ed to have curried their plan into execution 
night before last, but concluded, at the sug¬ 
gestion of a fifth prisoner, to whom they com¬ 
municated their plan, to postpone it until last 
night. But this individual sought an oppor¬ 
tunity to communicate the matter to Mr. Well¬ 
ington, aud thus the contemplated murder, by 
the close confinement of the inhuman mon¬ 
sters, was prevented.

Attempted Riot. —We learn from the 
Cincinnati Atlas, that an attempt was made, 
on the night of the 11th inst., in that city, to 
break up the sitting of the Abolition Conven¬ 
tion. The police officers being present 
promptly arrested two of the ringleaders, and 
took them off to the watch-house. While 
coming down with their prisoners, an unsuc¬ 
cessful attempt was made to rescue them by a 
mob of persons. In the melee which followed, 
several persons were considerably injured, by 
being hit with brick-bats; but no one was se¬ 
riously hurt. 

Cheap Postage in India. —It is a positive 
fact that the natives of the northwest carry 
the spirit of economy to such a degree of in¬ 
tensity that ten letters are often sent under 
one cover, which does not weigh more than 
the tenth of an ounce. This cover, which 
often contains all the letters despatched from 
a town during the day, is, according to the 
last privilege, conveyed a hundred miles for 
half an anna, or less than the tenth of a penny 
each. What is the penny postage to this?— 
Allen's Indian Mail. 

Death prom Tobacco. —A little boy, six 
years old, died in West Dedham recentiy, in 
consequence of taking tobacco into his stom¬ 
ach. He went to a store to get some confec¬ 
tionary. The clerk told him they,had none, 
but had some tobacco. This the child refused 
to take. But the clerk took a cracker, and 
put on some butter, molasses and tobacco, 
and succeeded in getting it down the child.— 
The little fellow was soon taken with vomit¬ 
ing, which continued for several days, when 
he was thrown into fits and died. The clerk 
deserves to be “hung up .”—Norfolk Dem. 

Awful Suicide.-—A young man by the

Indian Murders. —The Davenport (Iowa) 
Gazette says that quite an excitement has 
been created at Red Rock, by the murder of 
three Indians. It seems that two Indians of 
the Sauk tribe stole the wife of an Iowa chief, 
and brought her down to the line. The chief 
immediately came to Red Rock in pursuit: 
here an encounter took place, which resulted 
ip the death of the two Sauks. Old Pnsh- 
pe-ho, one of the war chiefs of the Sauk na¬ 
tion, hearing of the affray, commanded a 
party of his men to take the chief and punish 
him for the murder. The party, upon cateh- 
ing the chief, bound him to a tree, and 
knocked him on the head and put an end to 
his existence. He was then taken and bu¬ 
ried with great solemnity, and a white flag 
stuck at the bead of his grave, to note that 
he was a person of some eminence. So 
much for savage life and savage justice.
